A  Certificate  under  the  Hands  of  Two  or 
more  Juft  ices  of  the  Peace  rellding  in  the 
County,  or  of  the  Minifter  and  Church¬ 
wardens  of  the  Parifh  where  fuch  Wine  was 
made  ;  fetting  forth,  that  the  Wine  was 
grown  and  made  at  the  Place  mentioned 
therein,  and  that  the  Remainder  of  the 
Wine  is  equally  good  with  that  imported  ; 
and  fuch  Certificate  backed  or  counterfigned 
by  the  Governor,  or  chief  Magiflrate  of  the 
Colony,  will  be  expected  by  the  Society,  at 
the  Time  the  Premium  is  claimed.
